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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  annual  report 
for  the  year  1958. 

The  population  has  decreased  by  50  in  comparison  to 
the  previous  year  when  it  increased  by  60  against  the  1956 
f igure . 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  has  increased  by  12 
making  a total  of  850  The  number  of  Council  owned  houses 
remains  at  168, 

There  is  a drop  in  the  Birth  Rate  by  7 in  comparison 
to  a drop  of  5 in  1957  against  the  1956  figure.  One  illegitimate 
birth  was  recorded  but  no  Stillbirths. 

The  Death  Rate  is  up  by  9»  but  is  still  much  lower 
than  two  years  ago  when  the  figure  was  43.  There  was  no 
Maternal  or  Infant  under  one  year  deaths.  The  main  causes 
of  death  in  the  district,  and  both  sexes  seemed  equally  affected, 
was  still  Heart  diseases  followed  by  deaths  from  strokes.  Cancer 
and  lung  infections  claiming  a proportion  of  the  remainder. 

Of  the  notifiable  diseases,  a female  child  aged  3> 
female  aged  32  and  a male  aged  35  had  tuberculosis.  This  figure 
was  similar  to  that  of  1957  and  one  more  than  1956  There  were 
37  cases  of  measles  against  6 in  1957  which  happened  to  be  a 
remarkable  year  free  from  this  disease  throughout  the  county. 

For  1958  there  were  6 scarlet  fever,  5 dysentery  and  one 
pneumonia  against  nil  for  the  previous  year.  Again  no  Para- 
typhoid, Diptheria  or  Polio  occurred  during  1958. 

The  number  of  vaccinations  show  a slight  increase  but 
immunisation  against  Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough  show  some 
decrease . 


The  Public  Health  Inspector's  report  on  the  sanitary 
condition  is  satisfactory  and  he  is  to  be  complimented  for 
industrious  foresight-  The  Drainage  and  Sewewage  disposal 
arrangement  were  also  satisfactory. 

In  conclusion,  I thank  the  Clerk,  Public  Health  Inspector 
other  Council  Officials  and  staff  for  their  co-operation,  and  you 
Mr.  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council  for  your  interest.
